Paterson has been in the hands of a mob all 
day. At least a dozen persons were shot, 
and two of them, it is known, were fatally 


wounded. The police are helpless. They 


| have struggled all day to restore order, but

engaged in wrecking mills. Tonight the 
mob leaders are threatening to burn the silk 
mills. 

The mayor hesitates about asking Gov. 
Murphy for troops, fearing that the appear- 
ance of soldiers in the city will be the signal 
for more violent outbreaks. 

The rioting was the result of a prear- 
ranged plan to involve the would-be peaceful 


element. Among the leaders of the trouble 


was a Man named McQueen and another 
named Galleano, the foimer an English- 


man and the latter an Italian. Others, agents 
of anarchist circles, have also 


the flames. 


Violent Lenten Gain Control. 
This morning Chairman McGrath, wlio 
has held the strikers in leash since he first 


obtained control on the second day of the 
strike, was on hand and presided. He spoke; 


so did McQueen and Galleano; and the latter 
worked his countrymen into a frenzy. 

Then McQueen leaped into control of the 
meeting. He called for a vote on the ques- 
tion of calling for a general strike of all 
branches of the silk trade. All voted in 
favor, and a committee was appointed to 
consider means of bringing the silk workers 
out. Galleano was one of this committee. 
It gathered amid a babel of tongues and a 
scene of confusion. 


, Ttalian Leads the Mob. 

Five minutes later Galleano emerged from | 
the group shouting something in Italian. 
Instantly a mob formed about him. Into it 
rushed the Italians and then the other for- 
eigners, and a moment later the mob, led 
by Galleano, swept down Belmont avenue. 

A quarter of a mile down Belmont avenue:

For thenew manual 
training school building a friend of the {n- 
stitution has recently given $150,000, which 
will enable the university to erect a structure 
greater than the one at first contemplated. 
According to the original plan, the school of 
education building, now under way, was to

sity this sum has been increased by $60,000 
With the addition of the buildings contem- 
plated the secondary school o@ the univer- 
sity will occupy an ideal educational strugt- 
ure.“

The university authorities hope 
before long to have magnificent accommo- 
dations for different branches of seco 
schools, The manual training school will 
be distinct from others. 

“Two or three years of a young man's 
life are wasted through adjustment to new 
methods in life. The time is coming when 
men going out from universities must be 
younger. A student must not be compelled 
to waste valuable years in his Ute in get- 
ting accustomed to different methods of 
education. Unity and slight change from 
lower to higher education are sought after 
in the system of education which allows 
students to begin study in early youth and 
finish in practically the same institution.” 


Rain on Rush College Program. 

The commencement exercises of the Rush 
medical college were held in the afternoon 
under a dripping tent, and 178 graduates took 

their diplomas, The graduates attended the 

exercises on the campus only after bitter 
objections had been made to taking diplo- 
mas there. The students manifested their 
disapproval in many ways during the ex- 
ercises. 

The heavy rain that fell immediately after 
the exercises began continued until water 
fell steadily on the inside of the tent. Speak- 
ers, faculties, students, and visitors were 
wet, and the exercises were abandoned be- 
fore the commencement oration had been de- 
livered. When the rain fell the hardest the 
floor was covered with water, and men and 
women stood on chairs and held up um- 
brellas to shield themselves. The entire 
graduating class stood with their chairs held 
upside down above their heads while the 
names of the candidates for degrees were 
being read. 

The parade of graduates was accompanied 
by shouting and singing lively songs in uni- 
son, and the university marshals who di- 
rected the parade were chaffed by the stu- 
dents. On the inside of the convocation tent 
the graduates sang We Want Some Lager 
Beer to the tune of ‘‘ America,”’

Plea for Cuban Bill. : 

Senator Platt of Connecticut laid the 
mittee bill before the conference and 
an urgent plea for its acceptance. He said 
that the United States ocupied the position 
of the parent of Cuba. It has gone to war 
for Cuba, had established an independent 
government in the island, and started the 
new nation on ita course. 

Senator Platt argued that it was. only 
proper that congress should grant some com- 
mercial concessions to Cuba which were ab- 
solutely necessary for its well being. The 
Connecticut senator also said that a recip- 
rocal afrangement with Cuba would be of 
advantage to the United States commer- 
clally, and that no industry in this country 
would be injured by the reduction it is pro- 
‘posed to make in Cuban products. 


Allison's Plea for Harmony, 
Senator poke brieny on 
A action. deplored the 


e an earnest plea for an agreement. He 
was pained at the spectacle of the repub- 
lican party in a divided condition and ex- 
pressed the hope that before this question 
was settled an understanding would be 
reached upon which all would be able to 
unfte. He referred to the importance of a 
reciprocal. arrangement with Cuba, so far 
as that country was. concerned. 


Aldrich U Agreement. 

Senator Aldrich then took the floor and 
made a stirring plea to his party associates 
to reach ah agreement. He pointed out that 
the measure which was laid before the con- 
ference by Senator Platt of Connecticut, 
chairman of the Cuban committee, was a 
republican measure. It was indorsed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, the leader of the party; it 
has the support of a majority of the repub- 
licans in both branches of congress; reci-. 


procity was indorsed by President McKinley 


in his last public utterances; and he said 
loyalty to the administration demanded that 
the republicans of the senate rally to the 
support of the administration. . 

The speech of the Rhode Island senator 
was of a political tenor, but the appeal to 
party loyalty did not seem to make any im- 
pression on those who are determined to 


split. the party in their selfish efforts to 


‘antagonize President Roosevelt. 
Senator Aldrich also urged that the com- 
fnittee bill be adopted because it would do 
no injury to any industry in this country, 
but it would promote commerce between 
Cuba and the United States, as well as put 
Cuba on the highway toward commercial 

prosperity. 
, | Pleas Fall on Deaf Ears. 
These were the only three speeches made 
by the administration forces, but they fell 
on deaf ears, as the beet sugar anti-Roose- 
velt clique was determined to ignore rea- 
sonable arguments and to continue its fight 
on the president, even at the risk of mak- 
ing a breach in the party and increasing 
the risk of losing control of the next house 
of representatives. 
Senator Burrows of Michi the chief 
lieutenant of Bikins of West 8 then 
took the floor, and, although the chosen 
spokesman of the faction he represents, con- 
cealed his political animosity to the president 
under a plea for the maintenance of the 
sacred policy of protection. At great length 
he attempted to show the ruin which would 
result to the beet sugar industry if the 
measure favored by the committee should 
be adopted. He argued against any break in 
the polley of protection, and said there was 
no reason why any one Industry should be 
selected to be ruined. If there wae to bea 
revision of the tariff it should be made with- 
out any attempt to do it under the guise of 
‘reciprocity. He was opposed to lowering 
the tariff on any one article and was deter- 
mined to fight to the bitter end, 


Burrows Leads the Revolt, . 

The Michigan member of the combifation 
against President Roosevelt announced to 
his associates that he would not accept any- 


thing in the way of relief for Cuba except 


the rebate scheme which these anti-Roose- 
velt senators have been advocating. Mr. 
Burrows then declared that he would not 
vote for the committee bill. There was no 
limit to the time accorded the Michigan sena- 
tor. He was recognized as one of the leaders 
of the revolt against the President, and as 
he was speaking for those who are opposed 
to the administration he was given all the 
time he-desired. 

The other speakers were limited to five 
minute speeches, They arose one after 
another, following their leader like a flock 
of sheep, made a few remarks in favor ot the 
policy of protection, and closed by declaring

HOB AP VINCENNES JAIL, 


Crowd, Determined to Lynch William 
Edson, Charged with Attacking Lit- 
tle Girl, Threatens to Storm Struc- 

_ ture—Lack of Leaders Causes Delay 
Police and Sheriff's Men Will Re- 
sist—Durbin Appealed To for Troops, 

and Orders Militia Out. 


_Vineennes, Ind., June 19, 2 a. m.—A mob, 
which was foiled early yesterday morning 
in its determination to storm the jail here 
and lynch William Bdson, charged with at- 
tacking 4-year-old Irma Pfohi, has been 
banked around the jail since shortly after 
midnight this morning. An attack on the 
‘jail is imminent. 

Every policeman in the city and twenty 
deputies sworn in by Sheriff Summitt held 
the mob at bay. a 

Lack of leaders is the only thing that has 
prevented the mob from getting its victim. 


Sheriff Calls for Troops. + 

Early last night Sheriff Summitt, seeing 
signs of attempt to lynch Edson, 
telegraphed an appeal to Gov. Durbin for 
troops to protect the prisoner, Gov. Durbin 
telegraphed back ordering the sheriff to 
swear in deputies, 1. OO of them if necessary, 
and to protect the prisoner at all hazards. 
The order did not help the sheriff much, for 
he found few, even among the most law 
citizens, willing to serve: 


Durbin Orders Out Troops. 
At 1 o'clock this morning Sheriff Summit 
made a second appeal for troops, and Gov. 


held. himself in readiness to answer any call 
for troops, but found it impossible to gather 
any number of his men on short notice, many 
of them residing in the country and others be- 
ing mingled with the crowds around the jail, 

The mob at midnight numbered over 500 
persons, most of them spectators, and in- 
creased steadily. The police under charge of 
Sergeant McNeal used every argument to get 
the crowd to disperse. 

The mob rushed to within fifty yards of 
the jail door, carrying a battering ram, but 
was stopped by cooler ones in the crowd. 


Mob’s First Attempt Futile. 
Signs of trouble have been in the air ever 
‘since Edson was brought back here from 
Terre Haute, whither he was taken two 
weeks ago when threats of lynching him 


were made. It was thought the trouble had 


blown over, but when Edson was brought 
back on Monday a number of young men 
made threats against him. 


fifty young men gathered a few blocks from 
the jail, and shortly after midnight started 
toward the jail announcing their. intention 
of taking Edson from the sheriff. The police 
were warned in time, and rushed to the scene 
of the trouble. A fire alarm was sent in 
arousing the entire town, and while the ex- 
citement lasted the police, aided by the fire- 
men, succeeded in persuading the crowd to 


disperse, 

Shortly afterward three more alarms of 
fire were sent in, probably by members of 
the crowd who were angry at being balked 
in their purpose, but there was no further 
demonstration. 


People Rush Into Vincennes. 


-All day yesterday men from the country. 
and surrounding towns flocked into Vin- 
cennes, and the excitement grew until even- 
ing, when the sheriff determined to take all 
possible steps to save the prisoner. 

The crowd began to gather before 10 
clock. Well known citizens urged the peo- 
ple to disperse, and the sheriff made prepara- 
tions for defending the jail. .Shortly before 


had been spirited out of town. This an- 
gered the crowd, and it rushed toward the 
jail, but made no actual attack. 

Edeon is an ex-convict, having served half 
his life. in reform schools and jails.

Argument of the Promoters. 

In the arguments advanced in behalf of the 
proposition they claim that they offer to do 
something for Chicago which the city cannot 
do for itself. 

Even should the city get the power from 
the legislature to construct the subway they 
declare that millions of dollars would have 
to be raised. Both the ordinance and tus 
arguments of the promoters were published 
and distributed in the council chamber. 


Terms of the Ordinance. ; 

The ordinance gives the right for the use 
of the subway for the purpose of transport- 
ing passengers, packages, malls, baggage, 
freight, heat, light, electricity in all forms 
telephone, telegraph, etc.—and gives the 
right to sublet space within the conduits, 
It thus gives the two promoters all the rights | 
the Illinois telegraph and telephone has, Py 
all that it is endeavoring to secure, and 
many that it has not dreamed of asking for.

Policeman Stops Mob with Bullets. 


The Hall mill, which shelters four silk 
‘working firms, was the next point of attack. 
A single policeman guarded the main en- 
trance. He was ordered to stand aside, and. 
‘on refusing, he was attacked. He drew his. 
revolver and began to fire. Lora Salvino, an 
Italian, 24 years old, who lives and works 
in Hackensack, received the first bullet, 
which penetrated both lungs. , 

The mob drew back and the policeman re- 
gained his postin the doorway. Several 
shots were fired at him, but none took effect. 
He replied, firing directly into the crowd 
until his weapon wag emptied, when five 
more uniformed men and one in plain clothes 
came on a run through Fulton street. 

The mob kept on firitig and 
charged, firing when the strikers broke 
and ran. Fully one hundred shots 
were fired. Salvino was left behind, 
and was taken to the hospital. One 
hundred and fifty hats were picked up in the 
street afterwards, which were lost in the wild 
scramble to get away. There is.no doubt 
that several of the rioters were hurt. 

At this time Mayor Hinchcliffe called on 
the firemen for aid and men were detailed 
from each company, and armed and during 
the afternoon rendered efficient service.

Shot While Photographing Mob.

He was armed with a revolver and had a 
camera with which he attempted to take 
pictures, standing on a stoop a short distance 
down the street. His act of training the 
camera was seen and he was warned to de- 
sist. A moment later a rain of stones fell 
about him and he was knocked down. 48 
he fell men rushed on him and he was kicked - 
and beaten.
